Tho TDMf^p^ Sharon Not a Rose. 


The nneraono coronaria commonly 


grows wild Sbbut Smyrna and in Asia 
Minor, spreading far and wide as the 
most beautiful of spring blossoms, grow- 
ing on chalk soil along the edges of 
shrubbery. We cannot wonder that it 
was already in ancient times a favorite 
of the inhabitants and excited in poetic 
minds sensations such as can only be ex- 
cited by surprising beatity. "I am the 
rose of Sharon and the lily of the val- 
leys," sings the first verse of the second 
chapter of Solomon's song, and there can 
be no doubt today -what is here meant by 
the rose of Sharon. 
It was an American, Fiske P. Brewer, 


•who decided »-this question, Narcissus 
Tazetta, which likewise grows in Pales- 
tine, having previously been considered 
the Biblical flower. This gentleman, ac- 
cording to the Edinburgh Review of 
188C, while traveling in the year 1859 
from Jaffa to Ranleh, came upon a place 
where a considerable expanse of ground 
was half covered with brilliant red 
Sowers. At the sight of them some of 
his native companions immediately ex- 
claimed, "Roses of Sharon," and when 
he inquired abont the name he was told 
that the anemone was there universally 
so called. 


In truth it would not be easy other- 


wise to speak of a rose in Palestine, for 
native roses do not exist there—at least 
not "where they would justify the associ- 
ation of the plain of Sharon with their 
name. Wild roses are found in Pales- 
tine only on Lebanon, or where, here 
and there, B. centifolia is cultivated for 
the production of attar, as in the Wadi- 
el-Werd (Rose-valley), near Hebron. 
According to Ebers and Guthe, in their 
"Palestine," the translations of the 
Bible often use the word rose where 
there is no warrant for understanding 
by it a true rose. The roses of Persia 
and Media were not introduced into 
Palestine before the Grecian period.— 
Qlustrirto Garden-Zeitung. 


Correcting the Teacher.

MONEY. 


A writer in the Washington Post *ays it 


ia surprising, and to tbe fiscal officers of 
tbe Government, a discreditable fact that 
no man in the United States, be be Treas- 
nry official, backer, broker or meroban', 
know* how much paper money has been 
inaned by tbe Government. No one o»n 
form an intelligent idea of tbe volume of 
currency in circulation, and as the pircnlat- 
ing medium of exchange in the hands of 
the people ia the measure ol value of all 
property in tbe country we have actually 
no basis lor fixing the value of any com- 
modity. 
The 
annual 
report 
of the 


Treasurer of the United States purports to 
give each year an exact and detailed state- 
ment of tbe existing condition of tbe na. 
tional finances showing not only tbe aggre- 
gate amount of legal-tender notes and gold 
and silver certificates outstanding, but tbe 
exact amount of each denomination issued 
and redeemed, and tba uninformed reader 
miybe disposed to regard that pub);na- 
tion as an official contradiction of the 
startling proposition here made. 


Bnt it can be shown that the Treasury 


has no exact data upon which to base such 
a report, and, therefore, it must bo de- 
fective and unreliable, 


On this point the Treasurer's annual re- 


port ia, in reality, nothing but gness work. 
Having uo history of every note or silver 
certificate of any denomination to which 
he can refer, be cannot possibly say how 
many notes and silver certificates of the 
several denominations authorized by law 
are still outstanding, nor can he Bay what 
is their precise aggregate amount. 


He can only lay before the public the 


facts revealed by the Treasury books. 
From those be can learn only that certain 
aggregate amounts have been paid out by 
tbe Government in notes and silver cer- 
tiftaates of the several denominotions; (hat 
the Government has received notes and 
silver certificates of different denomina- 
tions aggregating BO much, and that notes 
and silver certificates amounting to so 
much in the aggregate have been de- 
stroyed. 


With these fig area before him, he de- 


ducts the destroyed notes and silver cer- 
tificates from those paid oat, and 
Dun- 


el udes that the difference gives the exact 
volume of the paper money issued by the 
Government now afloat., 


No record has been kept of the date on 


which each note and certificate is issued 
by the Government, and nnder tbe system 
in operation the Register of the Treasary 
has a record only of bonds, gold certificates 
and certificates of deposit. 


The necessity for a full and reliable 


registry of each individual note and certifi- 
cate issued was folly recognized by General 
Roaeorana, tbe present Register of tha 
Treasary, at>d he made a determined effort 
to obtain authority to establish another 
division in the Bureau, the epecial duty of 
which should be to keep an exact daily 
veoord of all tbe obligations issued and 
redeemed by the Government, but it was 
objected to on the ground of expense, and 
the proposition was rejected. 


The only way now suggested for arriv- 


ing approximately even at tbe amount of 
paper money issued by the Government is 
by calling on the contractors who at any 
time had furnished the paper on which the 
notes and certificates were printed, for a 
sworn statement of tbe number of sheets 
supplied to the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing during the existence of their con- 
tract. 


With no record of the notes issued and 


redeemed, the national debt statement is 
mere guess work and the amount of Gov- 
ernment notes and silver certificates in 
circulation cannot be ascertained with any 
degree of certainty.

He Approaches the Pactflc Coast.

EL PASO, Texas., April 21.—The Presi- 


dential patty arrived here at 10 o'clock this 
morning. 
The reception here was a per- 


fect ovation. Americans and the Mexican 
representatives of President Diaz vieing 
with each other in their efforts to honor 
President Harrison. The city waa elabor- 
ately decorated with American and Mexi- 
oau colors and troops of both countries 
were drawn up at the station to receive the 
distinguished visitors. 
When the party 


alighted from the train a salute of 21 guns 
was fired. Governor Onrillos of Chihua- 
hua and his staff, and General Raogel with 
a battery of artillery and a military band 
participate! in the reception as representa- 
tives of President Diaz of Mexico who was 
unable to be present. 


The Chief Magistrate was received by a 


committee aud escorted to the carriage, an 
open barouche drawn by four gray horses. 
Seated with him were General Carillo, 
General Range! of Mexico and General 
MoOook. The other members of the party 
occupied carriages with prominent local 
and Mexican officials. 
The procession 


formed included United States and Grand 
Army posts, Confederate veterans, the Fire 
Department, civic organizations and col- 
ored citizens. The distinguished visitors 
were escorted to the Court-house where a 
formal address was made. 
When the pro- 


cession reached tbe nearest point to the 
Mexican artillery, that company fired a 
salute in honor of President Harrison. 


President Hurriaon in bis address said 


he received with great satisfaction the trib- 
utes of respect which had been brought bj 
the Governor of Chihuahua and the repre- 
sentatives of the army of Mexico, and to 
that illustrious and progressive statesman 
who presides over her destinies, not only 
sincere personal regard, but assurance of 
friendliness aod the respect of the Ameri- 
can Government and its people. 
"I look 


forward," said he, " with interest to a 
larger development of our trade; to the 
opening of ntw 1 nea of commerce, and 
new avenues of friendship.

California. They were loaded at Wads- 
worth, 1'i oars ol them being from Mason 
Valley, and 12 cars from the Sink of Carson 
in Churchill county. L. Brooks who ship- 
ped the Mason Valley cattle to Hayes & 
Go. says that a few years ago ten steers 
per day supplied the Oakland market. 
Now it takes.a train load every few days j 
to supply tbe demand. 


PUBLIC PARKS. 


Xhe|Locatlon>nd 9ize nf the Lands Pur- 


chased by the Commissioners. 


The County Commissioners by authority 


of an Act of the Legislature, has purchased 
two sites for public parka or squares. One 
is located on the east side of south Vir- 
ginia street, opposite the Court House. 
It 


extends about 220 feet along Virginia street 
with a depth of 320 feet between State and 
Mill streets and a depth of 50 feet south of 
State street. The purchase price of the 
land was $1,250. 


The other park or square comprises 


Block " Y " in Powning's Addition, which 
is 450 by 300 feet. It is bounded on the 
south by Riverside avenue, on the north 
by Jones street, on the east by Vine street 
and on tha west by Keystone avenue. The 
price paid for the land was $2,600. 
This 


includes a perpetual right to five inches of 
water from the English Mill ditch for irri- 
gation purposes. 


As the Board of Commission era ordered 


that bonds to tbe amount oi $5,000 be is- 
sued, $1,250 of that sum reffluina to be ex- 
pended for improvements. 


The price paid for the lands is said by 


real estate men to be less than they could 
be purchased for ii they were to bo used 
for private purposes. 


The bonds issued to procure^ money to 


purchase the g'onnds for the parks draw 
interest at the rate of 5 per cent, per an- 
num. 
One-fifth of the bonds become due 


in five years and one-fifth annually there- 
after until all are paid. 
At the assessed 


valuation of property in Reno last year it 
will require a special tax of 2 cents on each 
$100 valuation to pay tbe interest on the 
bonds. 


Meantime, before the bonds mature, 


bridge and AgricaltnrarSooiety bonds will 
be paid off BO that taxes need not be in- 
creased to meet the obligation. The lands, 
too, ought to advance in value, as the town 
increases in Bize, and doubtless, if it is 
deemed advisable to sell them tbey can be 
disposed nf at any timeat cost, if not more. 


District Attorney Jalien informs the 


JOUBKAL since the above was in type that 
the Powning Block is the only land yet 
purchased by tbe Commissioners for a 
public park.

It should be of small co-t; neat in 
tppearanoe; protect the contents against 
ain, sleet, snow and dust; furnish renson- 
ible security againet removal of the letters 
oy thieves, and against the removal of ex- 
erior boxes from doors or walls; he as sim- 
>le as possible in its manner of operation; 
he lid or cover of the box should be so 
inng as not to require the oartier to open 
t, or to use more than one hand in depos- 
ting the mail; the box should mar tbe door 
s Httlo as possible; tbe box should have 
a attachment of some character for tbe 
eoeption of papers; it should disclose the 


gence of mail matter without being 


pened. 
The above is for a delivery box. and in 
ddition to a delivery box the Postmaster 
General also directs the Commission to re- 
eive models for a box which may be used 
or both delivery and collection. This box 
honld have two compartments, each sepa- 
ate and distinct from the other; one for 
silvery, the other for collection. No plans 
r designs will he examined by the Com- 
mission unless accompanied by models,

Her 
master has a little four-year-old girl, and 
when Nellie is there to see her they al- 
ways have a big romp. One of their 
games is hide and seek, The little girl 
goes and hides while Nellie is held with 
here eyes covered. When the time to 
commence looking arrives Nellie scours 
the whole place and never fails to find 
the little one. 
When found she gently 


takes her by the arm and leads her to her 
mother. 


Another interesting dog living at the 


prison is the great Danish mastiff 
"Dante." He is a glorious old feljow, 
jxist such a dog as was the frientt of 
Little Lord Fauntleroy, and looks fero- 
cious enough to eat up a man; but he 
wouldn't, for he is sweet tempered and 
amiable. He does not get a chance to 
see many people except the convicts, but 
he is very fond of children, and when 
they come into the prison yard he fol- 
lows them around, and will not leave 
them as long na they stay in the yard. 


There is alsp a fine greyhound, sev- 


eral hunting clogs and a saucy little 
spaniel that takes liberties with the big 
fellows. On pretty days they will have 
a romp, and it is a funny thing to see 
the greyhound jump clean over the whole 
crowd when they run him too close,—

Water That Flows Into tho Earth 
There is an interesting instance of 


water flowing inland from the sea. 
It is 


found on the island of Cephalonfa, in the 
Ionian sea, west of Greece. The phe- 
nomenon occurs on the southwest side 
of the island, near the small town and 
port of Argostoli. Two streams flow at 
a short distance from one, straight from 
the sea for a few yards, and then follow 
different courses. 
One turns at right 


angles and ruua for some ways parallel 
with the shore and close to it. Then it 
turns again toward the sea, and run- 
ning, of course, deeper and deeper, 
doubles completely under itself, thus 
forming a loop, and finally passes out of 
sight deep down in a landward direction. 
In its course it turns two flour mills, 
which will give an idea of the strength 
of the current. There is no tide in the 
sea here, and fio flow of the salt water 
brook is perfectly steady and continuous. 
The othi>r stream disappears in the 
ground in a similar way. 


This curious phenomenon has not at- 


tracted much attention because Argos- 
toli is not on one of the regular tourist 
routes. No one knows what becomes of 
this water, but it probably flows to some 
subterranean reservoir, and it may have 
something to do with the earthquakes 
that occur in that neighborhood once in 
a long while, or possibly it feeds some 
distant volcano, for, as ia well known, 
the most generally accepted theory of 
the cause of volcanic eruptions is that 
they are duo to steam generated from 
water admitted through cracks in the 
earth's crust or in some other way.— 
Goldwaite's Msigazine.
